This Flower Taking the Place of Chrys- 


anthemum* In Japan. 


Miss Eliza Rnhamah Scidmore has an 


article on "The Wonderful Morning 
Glories of Japan" in The Century Miss 
Sofdmore says: 


As a floral sensation the chrysanthe- 


mum may be said to have had its day, 
the carnation is going, going, and seek- 
ers after novelty among flower fanciers 
are sighing for a new flower to conquer 
It is hardly known, even to foreign res- 
idents in Japan, that that land, which 
has given us so much of art and beauty, 
has lately revived the culture of its most 
remarkable flower, the asagao, our 
morning glory. For size, beauty, range 
of color and illimitable variety there 
attained this sunrise flower precedes all 
others antil its cultivation has become 
a craze, which is likely to spread to 
other countries, and—who knows—per- 
haps there introduce the current Jap- 
anese custom of 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing teas and garden parties. 


Asagao, the morning flower, is more 


especially Japan's own blossom than 
the chrysanthemum, which, like it, 
came from China as a primitive sort of 
weed, afterward to be evolved by Jap- 
anese art or magic into a floral wonder 
of a hundred varying forms 


We who know and grow the morn- 


ing glory as a humble back yard vine on 
a string—a vine with leaves like those 
of the sweet potato and pnny little pink 
or purple flowers—are as far in the 
floral darkness as the Chinese, who 
know it chiefly as a wild thing of fields 
and hedge rows, the vine of "the little 
trumpets" or the *'dawn flower," that 
is entangled with briers and bushes for 
miles along the top of Peking's walls. 
The old poetry and the old art do not 
seem to be permeated with it, as in 
Japan, where the forms of vases, bowls 
and cups, the designs and paintings of 
the greatest masters, repeat the graceful 
lines of vine and flower, and scores of 
famous poems celebrate the asagao m 
written characters as beautiful to the 
eye as is their sound to the ear 


The asagao was brought to Japan 


with the Buddhist religion, that partic- 
ular cult of early rising. Scholars and 
priests who went over to study the new 
religion brought back the seeds of many 
Chinese plants. 
The tea plant came 


then, and Eisai brought the seeds of the 
sacred bo tree, and Tai Kwan, the Chi- 
nese priest at the Obakn temple in Uji, 
who may have introduced the flower to 
Japan, was one of the first to sing of 
the asagao in graceful outas, classic 
poems which scholarly brushes repeat 
today. 
"Asagaos bloom and fade so 


quickly, only to prepare for the mor- 
row's glory," is Tai Kwan's best known 
verse. 


How Punch and Judy Camo to England. 


The heyday of the puppet show in 


England was during the last century. 
Long before then strolling showmen 
had exhibited "drolls" or "motions"— 
as the English puppets were known in 
the early days—to crowds of gaping 
rustics, but it was not until the time of 
Steele and Addison that the puppet show 
became a fashionable amusement, pat- 
ronized by upper tendom. 


Pnlcinella came to London in 1660, 


when an Italian puppet player set up 
his booth at Charing Cross and paid a 
small rental to the overseers of St. Mar- 
tin's parish. His name was at once 
Englished into Punchinello, which was 
soon to be completely Anglicized as 
Punch.—Harper's Magazine.

BIRDS' EGGS. 


The Beaioni Why They Are Not All ot 


One Shape. 


Why ia there not a fixed form for all 


eggs? We can see no reason in the anat- 
omy of the bird, but we may often find 
reasons for the shape of any particular 
egg in-.Ua later history. 


It i&noticeable, for instance, that the 


more spherical eggs, as those of owls, 
trogons and the like, are usually laid 
in holes in the -earth, rocks or trees, 
where they cannot fall ont of the nest, 
and that the eggs of the ordinary song 
bird, which makes a well constructed 
nest, are oval, while the slim, straight* 
bided, conoidal eggs, tapering sharply' 
to a point, belong to birds that construct; 
little or no nest—to the shore birds, 
terns, guillemots and the like. Why? 
BecajiSe these last drop them in small 
clutches and with little or no prepara- 
tion upon sand or rock, where, wero 
they spherical, they could only with 
difficulty be kept closer beneath the sit- 
ting-tied, but conical objects will' tend 
always to roll toward a center. An ad- 
ditional advantage is that eggs of the 
latter shape will take np less space— 
foim a snugger package to bo warmed. 
In the case of gr.illemots the single egg 
laid is especially Hat sided and tapering, 
and the species owes its perpetuation 
largely to this circumstance, sinco, 
were it not for the egg's tophke tenden- 
cy to revolve about its own apex, the 
chances are that it would be pushed off 
the ledge of naked sea cliff where the 
careless or stupid bird leaves it 


This suggests a word in reference to 


the popular fable that bitting birds care- 
f ally turn their eggs every day or oltcn 
er in order to warm them equally

such thing !£ done, because unnecessary, 
since, as we hnve seen, the germinal 
part always rises to the top and places 
itself nearest the influential warmth of 
the mother's body —Ernest Ingersoll in

AGAINST SISATISQ COKBETT. -v; 
The Legislature of Oregon with a 


Bspablicin majority of 36 on joint 
ballot, failed to elect a United States 
Senator to succeed John H. Mitchell. 
This was owing to factional fights, 
some of 'the Republicans voted for 
Mitchell and some for other candidates. 
When the session of the Legislature 
expired by constitutional limitation of 
the time for which members could 
draw salaries, the Governor appointed 
Mr. Corbett to fill the vacancy until the 
next session of the Legislature. The 
Committee on Pmeleges and Elections 
of the United States Senate reported 
against seating Mr. Corbett on the 
ground that a Governor of a State 
could not fill a vacancy in the Senate 
when the Legislature failed to elect. 
This report has been called up in the 
Senate and the debate on the question 
indicates that Henry W. Corbett will 
not be seated. One of the Senators 
asserted that the United States Senate 
could not, when the Legislature failed 
to elect, put a premium upon such de- 
reliction of duty and thereby allow a 
Governor of a State to appoint a favor- 
ite of his to a seat in the Senate. 


A few years ago when the Legisla- 


tures of Montana and Washington 
failed to elect .United States Senators 
the Senate refused to seat those ap- 
pointed by the Governors.' Similar 
action was taken in the Delaware case 
and those States had only one Senator 
each for a year or more and until the 
Legislatures filled the vacancies by 
election. It is quite probable that tha 
rale will not be changed in the Oregon 
case and.that that State will have but 
one Senator until the 
Legislature 


elect a successor to Mitchell.

SPDKIOUS SILVISK 
CERTIFICATES. 


State Treasurer Westerfleld in his 


settlement with the several counties of 
the State received among other moneys 
about $5,000 in 100-dollar silver oer- 
tiScates. The Treasurer sent a remit- 
tance of $6,704 65 to Lincoln county, 
it being that county's share of. public 
school moneys according to the semi- 
annual apportionment in January,' 
1893. The money was sent by Wells, 
F:\rgo & Co.'s express, and in the re- 
mittance there were eight silver certifi- 
cates of $100 each. The State Treasurer 
•supposed the settlement was all right, 
until a day or two ago when be re- 
ceived a comtuuuic.Ktion from Well?, 
Fargo & Oo.'s bauk at Salt Lake City 
informing him that the silver certifi- 
cates are not current and will not be 
received by any bank. The govern- 
ment has called iu.all $100 silver cer- 
tificates, owing to a dangerous counter- 
feit that is now in existence. It is said 
the counterfeit notes wers made from 
genuine plates stolen from the treas- 
ury department. 


This is a nice "kettle of fish." The 


government has such a holy horror of 
silver that it does not take proper.pre- 
cantiona to prevent theiving officials 
from stealing the original plates on 
which $100 silver notes are printed, 
and the public is exposed to the dan- 
ger of having $100 notes, which come 
into their hands in the channels of 
legitimate trade, pronounced spurious 
by the treasury officials, though they 
were printed on treasury plates nnd 
are exact fac similea of the notes issued 
by the treasury department.

Ev- 
ery day he has received offers of sub- 
scriptions, from visitors, who are dis- 
tressed by the forlorn appearance of 
Franklin's resting place and who would 
like to see it improved. In reply he 
says, as he has been instructed, that 
Franklin wished it so, "being a plain 
man'averse to display of any kind." 
Not long ago, at his own expense? he 
had the fading inscription reout, or else 
even ihe only distinguishing mark, the 
name, would be gone.

If he had not done so, the last rest- 


ing place of the greatest man, outside 
of Washington! in American history 
would have been forgotten and un- 
known. Who is responsible for this con- 
dition of affairs? Not the living rela- 
tives of Franklin. The responsibility 
rests ,with the American people, to 
whom the man belongs. They should 
see to it in the future that what little is 
ihere to mark the grave is kept in bet- 
;er order than it has been in the past. 


Before he died Franklin provided for 


lis own gravestone and instructed a 
stonecutter of his acquaintance in every 
detail, even to the inscription which 
was to be placed upon it. He desired to 
be buried beside his wife, who had 
died some years before, and a common 
slab was to be placed over them both. 
The inscription arranged as he ordered 
it reads:
